¢ aft Anfwer to the Complaints of the Englith, are 
¢ meer Invention ; for his Majefty is therein made to 
* fay what he never had a Thought of inferting in 
¢ that which is his real Anfwer. In this Piece ’tis 
‘ the Marquisde la Quadra, who expreffes himfelf in 
‘ the Name of the King, and explains the Senti« 
* ments of his Majefty ; who thinks in fuch a mane 
‘ner, asfhews him to be a Sovercign, to.whem the 
‘ Rights of a Foreigner are Sacred, but at the fame 
© time tobe a Prince that knows thofe of his own 
¢ Crown ; 2 Prince whois refolved to maincain them 
© in cafe of Need, and who ar the fame time that he 
does Juftice to the Subjects of another, thinks hime 
¢ felf with much more Reafon obliged todo Juftice 
‘to his own Subjects. Mr. Keene, the Englith 
* Minifter, had referred to certain Treaties: In the 
© Anfwer, "tis demonftrated, that thofe very Treatics 
‘ are contrary to the Caufe which he defends. He 
« complain’d that the Spanifh Governors fhifted off 
« the Execution of the Orders which were fent to 
‘them. Bat in the Anfwer, ‘tis afferted on the con- 
‘trary, that the Subjetts of England are they who 
“ have cluded the Advantage of Reflicutions, and 
‘ who, under Pretence of demanding them, have 
‘ from time to time fent Men of War to the Weft 
¢ Indies, laden with Merchandife, to carry on clan- 
‘ deftine Commerce. In fine, the Anfwer is ftrong, 
‘ but prudent and folid. It difcovers all the Regard 
* for Friendfhip, but has nothing in ir of Pufiliani- 
* rity nor Bravado. The Picce confifts of ten full 
* charg’d Pages in Folio, and contains an Anfwer as 
* to all the Captures fet forth and {pecify’d by the 
‘ Englifh: But the faid Arfwer will not be made 
* publick till the Court of England has fhewn what 


‘ Conftruétion it puts upon the Matters thereid 
* alledg’d.
